Both of the Democratic candidates for 
Governor of the State of New-York lay 
great emphasis on the claim that they have 
been jnstrumental in reducing debt and tax- 
ation.

which has just been confirmed as the legal 
tax-levy. Without regard to any saying in 
the cost of the City Government—and a 
very large one could readily have been ef- 
fected without prejudice to the efficien- 
ey of any department—the tax-payers of 
New-York ought, this year, to have had the 
benefit of $525,000 saved on State taxes, 
and on the amount required for the interest 
and redemption of the City debt. That 
saving would have reduced the rate of taxa- 
tion to 2.50 per cent.; instead of that, 
the rate actually levied is 2,58 per 
cent.. or 3 cents on every, $100 of 
valuation more than it was a year 
ago. As usual, the only department 
selected for the exercise of economy was 
the Publie Works, still under the control of 
the obnoxious CaMpBELL, To his friends, 
the Aldermen, Mr. Keity voted an addi- 
tional $10,750 ; to the cost of his own de- 
partment, where work has decreased by 
one-half during the last three years, 
he added $17,500; to the rot- 
ten and demoralized Park Department 
he gave an additional $138,000; to 
the Police Department, $60,000 ; and to 
the appropriation for judgments, which, 
during the.last year of his predecessor, was 
$75,000, and is now $450,000, he added 
$150,000 over the amount required in 
1878. New-York may_ prosper in spite of 
the waste of its resources after this 
fashion, as it did in spite of the wholesale 
robberies of TwEeb, but it is only in virtue 
of a very long purse and a. very indulgent 
public that is can be tolerated for a day. 
The man who, in face of such facts, can

SPECULATIVE ADVANCES. 


The present general advance or “‘ boom” 
may be gratifying to the superficial and to 
those who treat rising prices as a condition 
of prosperity; to the more thoughtful, how- 
ever, itis an unhealthy sympton. The first 
cause assignable for itis the enormous in- 
crease of the circulating medium, utterly 
disproportionate to that of population and 
trade; the bank paper alone is $42,000,- 
000 more than the total currency of 1860, 
and the Government paper is $30,000,000 
more than the bank paper. Prices of lead- 
ing articles have suddenly run beyond what 
they were in 1860, and the natural ques- 
tion—-why this huge volume of currency, 
which has not been greatly increased dur- 
ing the past year, has not sooner produced 
that resultf—also names the second cause 
for the present advance: people were not 
ready for it earlier. The simultaneous- 
ness of changes in popular feeling is not 

wholly susceptible of explanation, but of its 
existence there is no doubt; we are very 
gregarious in this country, and.all rush to- 
gether from one extremé to another. Down 
fell everybody’s confidence in present and 
fature in 1873; now the change had come 
beéause the time forit had come—the de- 
pression had worked itself off. Why this 
happened in 1879 rather than in 1878 we 
need not consider further than to say that 
1879 was one year further along in the pro- 
cess, and the success of resumption gave a 
feeling of confidence; the fact is enough 
that people came at once to the conclusion 
that this is. a great country and good times 
areathand. The reaction from a long dull- 
ness ought not to bé sudden and aid to rush 
to the other extreme, but it is quite natural 
to have it so. We have an illustration at 
hand in the recent course of hardware, 
which has been more affected than any 
other class of merchandise. The trade has 
‘been busy and excited; dealers have been 
crowding in orders, and manufacturers have 
been behind; sugcessive notices have low- 


ered the discounts from prices printed in 
the lists, and nobody would guarantee prices 
@ week ahead. 

Although this trade has been peculiarly 
affected, what has occurred in it has more 
or less oocurred generally, and it furnishes 
the key to much of the advance. After car- 
rying light stocks for several years, and not 
infrequently seeing their ‘goods decline on 
their hands, dealers are now stocking up. 
N the advance in iron, which is in 
part | and permanent, dealers wish 
to profit by past experience, and therefore 
‘they have all sprung forward together to se- 
cure the advantage of existing prices, their 
eagerness growing with each rise, and 
prices growing with each new pressure of 
orders. The perhaps excessive caution not 
to buy in advance of custom has given e

troverts the idea that increased consump- 
tion necessarily raises prices. The natural 
result of the advance, if ill-founded, will be 
a reaction backward. Too rapid rise 

tends to check the consumption on which 
it is founded, by suggesting that prices are 
likely to decline somewhat. It may thus 
work avery untimely injury, not only by 
blocking the outward movement of provi- 
sions at the time that ought to be most free, 
but by disappointing and checking the gen- 
eral activity. The suddenness and extent 
of this advance are ominous of mischief, 
later, andthe movement, although certain 
to find its level, should be opposed by all 
sober-minded people.

Mr. Sxintmnas is evi- 
dently a man of variegated and picturesque 
politics and extremely accommodating prin- 
ciples. He ought not to be allowed to es- 
cape the distinction due to his unrivaled 
versatility as a candidate and his marvel- 
ous skill in standing on many platforms at 
onee and moving in various different direc- 
tions atthe same time without losing his 
balance.

THE LAND QUESTION IN IRELAND. 
The present agitation in Ireland has been 
so artfully directed by political demagogues 
to subserve the cause of Home Rule and 
Irish nationality, and an apparently just de- 
mand for lower rents has been so mingled 
with threats of no rent at all and a cry for 
fixity of tenure and peasant ownership, re- 
gardiess of the manifest rights of land-own- 
ers, that it is somewhat dificult to evolve 
from the mass of complaints, menaces, 
and demands the actual merits of 
the land question pure and sim- 
ple, Sometimes the resolutions adopted 
at the great mass-meetings ask only 
for an abatement of rents ‘such as the cir- 
cumstances of the time demand,” but fre- 
quently there is coupled with this the asser- 
tion that nothing shortof ‘fixity of tenure'at 
fair rent, with the right of free sale,” will 
satisfy the tenants, or that the only final 





a “reform” that shall make the occupier 
of the land its owner. Such men as Mr. 
O’Coxnorn Powrr and Mr. Parnei, who 
advise the tenants to pay no rent until a 
fair reduction is made, and to resist evic- 
tion by violence if necessary, contend per- 
sistently for a general system of peasant 
proprietorship as the only complete redress 
of a chronic grievance, How this object is 
to be gained without injustice to the pres- 
ent owners, they do not deign to consider, 
but talk as if landlords were a pestilent 
class who had no rights that any one was 
bound to respect. But it is pretty certain 
that no English legislation will be obtained 
which does mot have at least as much re- 
gard for the rights of the present owners as 
for the demands of their tendnts. 

There is no doubt that real hardship is at 
the bottom of the present agitation, and that 
a reduction of rents more or less general is 


a matter of justice, if not of necessity. 
There has been a succession of bad seasons 
and short crops, and yet the irresistible 
competition of American produce in the 
markets of the United Kingdom has forced 
prices down. The loss which falls upon the 
tenant-farmers is something that they were 
in no condition to bear, and the landlords 
should certainly share it. But rents vary 
greatly in different parts of Ireland, and the 
misfortune of short: crops and loss of stock 
by disease is by no means equally dis- 
tributed. .The landlords are not altogether 
wrong in making their action dependent on 
the circumstances of each case, On some 
estates rents are already moderate, there is 
no. distress, and the landlords have given no 
cause for complaint beyond being the 
owners of property which they have either 
inherited or bought and paid for. It is said 
that, as a rule, the large owners are the 
most considerate, modifying their rents 
when,occasion demands it, and striving to 
make their tenants comfortable and satis- 
fied.- Some of the smaller estates are in the 
hands of men who have bought them as an 
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settlement of the question must consist in, 


cause for eviction. The reason Sey the 
clatisésintended to facilitate the acquisition 
of land by the tenants, when sales are made 
in the Landod Estates Court, have failed of 
their purpose, is that estates are sold’ as 
wholes and not divided up into convenient 
lots ; the advance of two-thirds of the pur- 
chase money on mortgage by the Board of 
Works is not considered sufficient; and 
nothing is done to obviate the difficulty and 
expense of the transfer of title. The ten- 
ants, who are not generally well informed, 
and have little aptitude for } ess, are 
left to take the initiative and to conduet 
their own side of the traysaction, As & 
consequence, estates are sold, as a rule, 
without giving them any of the benefit in- 
tended in the Bright clauses.

dency. But when hard times come, they 
are not only chary of new loans, but im- 
portunate for payment for past favors, and 
this has increased the distress. The Irish 
tenant farmers no doubt have sufficient 
ground for asking the landlords for a very 
general reduction of rents, and are not un- 
reasonable in calling for further legislation 
favoring the easy transfer ot land and 
facilitating its acquisition by those who 
cultivate the soil, but they alienate the 
sympathies of reasonable people when they 
talk about coercion by continuing to occupy 
land without paying anything for its use 
and resisting the landlords with deadly 
weapons, and clamor for the ownership of 
the farms without regard to any fair pro- 
vision for payment or to the willingness of 
the present proprietors to part with them.

OUR SOCIAL CODE. 


A considerable portion of our conduct 
and enjoyment depends upon a power some- 
where between the courts of law and the 
schools of ethies. Led by this power, we re- 
gard many things as matters of obligation 
which are not forced upon us by legislation or 
urged upon us by conscience. This is what 
may be called the social code, which is not as 
definite with us in America as in Europe, where, 
generally, royal usage sets the fashion, but 
which is, nevertheless, a great and not de- 
creasing force. Little has been said of this 
subject in a practical and comprehensive way, 
and since Dez TocgurvitLe undertook to in- 
terpret the drift of democracy in America, 
nearly fifty years ago, we have had no such 
profound and. thoughtful observer to note and 
analyze the movements of American society 
and the significance of its new elements. 

The fact that was so prominentin the Ameri- 
ca of his day still exists in ours. We atill 
have norepublican court to dictate to our men 
and women, and itis not easy to say exastly 
what our social code is; while it is very clear 
that our fashion plates and etiquette of dining 
and dancing and dress, by no means exhaust, if 
they even hintat, the essential social life of our 
people at large. The old colonial tendencies 


sistently, and in other respects they have 
strangely changed, and perhaps taken each oth- 
er’'s shoes and costume. The Puritans and the 
Cavaliers'gave the social code to the old colo- 
nies, and Massachusetts and Virginia still boast 
of the Roundheads and the Royalists of two 
centuries and ahalfaco. Yet there is much 
more of courtliness nowin Puritan Boston than 
in ‘Richmond, and while Paritan morality has 
trodden down the old Cavalier notion of injured 
honor and’ its vindication by the duel, the 
Boston Puritans now, glory in the taste and 
art, the drama and romance, which their stern 
ancestors left behind them in England with 
scorn; andthe new churches of the Puritan 








city have a beauty, and even magnificence, not 
pleasing to the dominant Low Charch party of 
the Old Dominion and its iconoclastic Bishop. 
Certainly, New-England and the whole repub- 
lican North are now far nearer to Europe than 
the once aristocratic Seuth,and not only such Lib- 
eralsas the Dean of Westminster and the Dukeof 
ARrGYLI,, but such severe ecclesiastics as SeLwrN 
and Capet must find more to their mind north 
than south of Mason and Dixon’s line. Our 
Northern business, as well as society and cul- 
ture and religion, is drawing us nearer to Eu- 
rope ; and yet our social code is probably, on the 
whole, receding from Europe and the mother 
countries, and is becoming more distinctively 
American. 

Say what we may of the contradictions and 
incongruities of our national life, its essential 
principles are more and more telling upon 
society here and shaping our social code. It is 
no electioneerer’s rhetoric or demagogue’s trick 
to say that with us all persons who keep the 
peace are equal before the law. This idea has 
passed into general life, and it is writing itself 
upon speech and manners. Once, perhaps, it 
wok a harsh and negative form, as if angry at 
opposition, but now it has become affirmative. 
and humane, ready to grant to others the liberty 


among our mechanics and farmers than among 
those who are called our ladies and gentlemen.

Both 
have a great deal to say for themselves, and be- 
fore fixing their tastes and wishes into social 
habits, our people are not unwilling to near 
what the scientists and the theologians have to 
tell them as to how to bring up children, to 
regulate the relations between men and women, 
and secure satisfaction’ and honor in the whole 
intercourse of business and society. All the 
while a power beyond our mere caprice or opin- 
ion is shaping our social code, and not for evil

Whatever we may think of Prof. Ronison’s 
favorite conspiracy, there exist, and are evident 
to the mind of the dispassionate observer, proofs 
of a present conspiracy of a most atrocious na- 
ture against the lives and features of all re- 
spectable men and women. Whether any mo- 
tive except that of a desire to do evil for its 
own sake—a desire commonly known in the 
dialect'of Western statesmen as ‘*pure cussed- 
ness”—animates those engaged in this con- 
spiracy, is a question which need not at present 
be discussed. . The conspiracy exists, and meas- 
ures of defense against it must be taken. When 
the conspirators are crushed, it will be time 
enough to investigate their ultimate purpose. 

It has often been noticed, and probably by 
every reader of Tue Tres, that there are men 
who are in the habit of carrying umbrellas hori- 
-zontally under the rightarm. A man who has 
had the end of one of these umbrellas inserted 
violently into his eye will be quite sure to re- 
member the circumstance when called upon to 
do so, and will testify to the efficiency with which 
the umbrella does its fiendish work.
